a Loud Report 

It went off with «a loud report 
which shook the windows of houses 
in the immediate vicinity. ° The 
explesion could be heard practically 
the whole length of the street and 
residents of the neighbourhood 
were greatly alarmed. - When it 
was found that an explosion —had 
occurred In tho street there was a 
panic among the more ignorant 
os wild 
rumours were in circulation, every- 
one having a different story to tell, 
many, of course, 
was the work of Communists. ° 

The more practical residents of 
the nelghbourhood immediately 
went to the assistance of the in- 
jured woman and boy. Police on 


‘duty in the vicinity were attracted 


by the explosion and svon appeared 
on the scene. They communicated 
with the Yaumati Police Station 
and: European officers turned out 
promptly to take charge of -the 
situation ‘and Investigate the mat- 
ter. . ; : 

The ambulance. was . promptly 
fetched and the wounded were 
tnken to hospital where the scared 
boy told his story which satisfied 
the Investigators. Enquirles are 
being made, however, with the 
marine store dealer os to how the 
bomb came into his possession. 

The explosion made a fair ‘sized 
hole in the ground, and earth and 
stones flow In all directions.

Sir,—Allow me to draw, through 

your kindness, the’ attention of 
those. who have the education of 
Chinese youths in Hong Kong at 
heart to thé avil influence of tho 
Chineso Sino Pao or “Mosquito” 
pupers. 
« A -few years-ago; the “China 
Star”..was started. It was the fore- 
runner of ay many as 68 kindred 
papers. Fortunately, many of thom 
Wete ‘short-lived, only 16 now being 
in existence. All these mosquito 
papers havo for thelr matorial 
the private Nves of these. whose 
conduct falls far below the mention 
in polite socicty. “Streat angels,” 
“cate porasites,” otc. are drawn 
with wonderful vividness, The 
language, too, is admirable, being 
both’ direct and clear, What adds 
force to this style of writing is the 
constant “use of  colloqulallam, 
slang, and vulgarism, And, the 
way of presentation is cither 
satirical or cynical. Their humour 
—if we condescend to call it—Is al» 
ways morbid, seldom healthy, 

Such material written in such a 
style and presented in such a way 
can only serve to corrupt the morals 
of those who rend them, par- 
ticularly students whose ethical 
character {is in the process. of 
formation. From the “Spectator” 
and tho-Tatler,” these mosquito 
papers are different. The former 
is a Nght form of literature with 
a sympathetic outlook upon Hfe as 
well ns the will to teach and the 
wish to entertain; while the latter

Paris, Oct, 3. 
That the growing popularity of 


4 the eight cylinder motor car is a 


world wide developmont is om- 
phasised§ by tho number of cight 
cylinder ‘cars belng exhibited hero 
at the international automobile 
salon. ‘ 

A total of 44 makes, of eight 
cylinder cars arc’ on, display, com- 
pared with 27 last year and 10 in 
1926, when the eight waa restricted 
to the most expensive cars on tho 
market, 

European manufacturers, who 
have long favoured tha cight in lino 
ongine for * their finest cars, are 
showlng 26 olghts this year, Of 
this number 14 are belng shown for 
the first tima by auch well- known 
manufacturers as Bugatti, Delage, 
Minerva, Irat; Steyr, Horch and 
Lancia. : 

Tho number of American eights 
on oxhibit this year more than 
doubles last yoar’s figure. Eighteen 
of the American cars at tho salon 
are cights, compared with eight 
last year and three in 1926.

MOTOR INDUSTRY -| NEW ‘CONUNDRUM WOMEN IN SMASHES TIME OF RECORDS 


Serious Problem Of 
* Over-Production 


Toledo, Ohio, Oct. 8. 

Annunt’ boosting of production 
schedules on the part of automobile 
manufneturers ‘+has resulted in the 
entira industry being faced with a 
serious problem, which not only 
threatens the welfare of the au- 
tomobile dealer, but if a halt is not 
callod, may affect the entira busi- 
neas and economic * structure of tho 
industry. This was the substance 
af a statement made. by L. A. 
Miller, President of tho Willys- 
Overland Company, hero to-day. 

“Tho industry ‘is faced with a 
sorious problem,” said Mr, Miller. 
“Year after year motor car manu- 
facturors have sct thelr. produc- 
tion schedules at higher figures. 
The company that produced 200,- 
000 cars Jast year had sot {ts mark 
at 260,000 for the current year, If 
last year’s sales totalled 350,000, the 
goal for thia yoar was sct at 400,» 
000, and so on. The abllity of the 
public to absorb an indofinitely in- 
creasing number of cars {s constant- 
ly aver-cstimnted: As a result, from 
tho first month of this year, wo 
have scen automobile plants run- 
ning at record production. Dealers 
have had cars shipped to thom in 
excess of the purchasing power of 
tholr communities, creating a pro- 
blem of meeting loans from banks 
and financo.” companies, Long 
trades, with the selling of cars at 
net loss to the dealer, [3 the result.

Twenty 
minutes later a private doctor at- 
tended ot the station, and said that 
accused had had some drink, but 
was not drunk. 

Captain Lyons, denying tho 
charge on oath, said that ho return- 
ed to the car for the purpose of 
getting his attache case, which was 
inside." He was not Intending to 
drive, and denied that he said he 
was. He thought that his drink 
had been tampered with, as somo 
men in tho bar where he was: made 
themselves objectionable to him. 

Sir Chartres Biron said that whe- 
ther boing in charge of a motor-car 
necessarily meant physical charge 
might be an interesting point, but 
on the police evidence such a point 
could not nrise in this case. He 
fined Captain Lyons £20, ordored 
him to pay £6 Gs costs, and dis- 
qualified him from holding a 
licence for tweive months.

It was announced by the Minls- 
ter of Transport, Mr. Herbert 
Morrison, M.P., in‘*mail woek that 
ho hoped to Introduce and secure 
tho pnasing In.tho present sossion 
of .Parlinment of the long-promis- 
ed Road Transport - BIL

n dinner of the Sociaty of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders held 
at the Connaught Rooms on tho 
evo of tho Motor Show 
tended by the heads of overy im- 
portant British motor “manufne- 
turing concern, us well as by the 
host of agents and rotaflers who

tho country. Mr. J. Maughfling, 
a director of Thornycrofts Limit- 
ed, presided, : 
The Minister of Transport, In 
proposing the toast of “The Motor 
Industry,” said that !n his view the 
existing motor legislation was very 
much out of date. Much of ‘it was 
passed almoat immediately after the 
motor-cnr firat appeared. ; 
“The licensing part of the legis- 
lation,” he continucd, ‘was, I be- 
Neve, in operation before the motor- 
cnr was invented. (Laughter.) We 
have had a Royal Commission, which 
has published a very informative re- 
port on road control, and js shortly 
to publish another report on Iicens- 
ing. Legislation had been intended 
by. H.M. Government, not this Gov- 
ernment, but nevertheless HM. 
Government. (Laughter.)° : 
“Everybody is agreed thnt the 
state of the Jaw is out of date and 
iNogical. It is bad for the respect 
for the law, and it ts bad that the 
law should be inconsistent with the 
general level of public opinion and 
public acceptability. Wo have got

This vahiclo 
commenced its active life in April, 
1927, and up to the end of its first 
yeur Had. covered ° 20,000 miles 
through the British Isles, Germany, 
France, Austria, Italy, Spain, 
Switzerland, cote. During the 
whole of that time the engine gavo 
no trouble, and was not decarbonized 
until the’ car finally returned to 
England. In its , Continental 
tour many well-known passes were 
negotiated under difficult condi- 
tions, -but boiling and overheating 
were unknown troubles,‘ despite a 
gruelling test-on a 900 mile run 
from Innsbruck to Rome ard Naples 
In December, 1927. 


In May, 1928, after n general 
overhaul ‘at the manufacturers’ 
works, the car was shipped to 
Auckland, New Zealand, and has 
since been running like clockwork 
on long, hard-driven tours, as well 
as on continuous town work, 

British manufacturers claim to 
lead the world in design and work- 
manship and in’value for monocy, 
and records such as this, coupled 
with the growing appreciation over- 
sens of their products, proves thelr 
claim to bo not an empty boast. 

Tho recont decision of Australia 
to afford still grentor preference to 
British motor vehicles has naturally 
been recelved by British manufac- 
turers with the greatest satisfac- 
tion, arid with the homo and export 
trade in cans, commercial vehicles 
and public service vehicles showing 
continued expansion, an exceeding- 
ly healthy tone prevails in the {n- 
dustry.

Easier Gear-Changing. 

Of the improvements referred to 
above, possibly the most important, 
having regard:‘to the future, is 
easier gear-changing. The “self- 
changing” genr-box, so delightfully 
silent on all gears, is still exclusive 
to the larger Armatrong-Siddeloys, 
but the revolt against the conven- 
tional box is now reinforced by the 
“silent third.’: The first example 
of this appeared at Olympia two 
-years ago on a now-famous little car, 
the Riley-Nine. Two other British 
makers have now adopted it, and, 
what is more significant, there 
were thirty-four differont cars at 
the Paris show so fitted in soma 
form or other, ang at-least two 
Americans aro proud to . exhibit 
this British iden at Olympia. 

The doublo virtue of the “silent 
third” is, first; that third speed is 
fo noisier than top, with no 
audible gear-tooth nolse, and, 
secondly, that changes from top 
year to third, or vice verag, can be 
made with a’ touch on the clutch 
and a flick of the finger. Four- 
speed genr-boxes are ‘commoner, 
too, and they also mean casior 
gear-changing. But many more 
makera will adopt the silent third 
before long. . 

Cromium plating i3 now‘ praec- 
tically universal, though we must 
walt another year bofore wire 
wheels, now #0 fashionable, are 
also made easy to clean. But 
chromium {s an expensive process, 
which fact possibly has something 
to da with tho new. style of radia- 
tor adopted by soveral firms—a nar- 
row shell with-a mare outlining of 
bright metal. 

Bodywork has. also fmproved 
greatly. Thero ia.no stgn of the 
vogue for fabric passing hero, 
whatever may bo the enso abroad.
